HAD A NIGHT OF IT. 


Tke Senate Indnlgeu in an All Night 


Bastion to Force a Vote on tho 


Elections Rill. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 1?.—The election 


bill was taken up in the senate yester- 
day afternoon and the debate on it was 
continued all night. At midnight Mr. 
Faulkner was still addressing the senate 
on his amendment, tt is evident that 
tbe object of the democrats is to occupy 
time. Mr. Faulkner continued his re- 
marks until 1:30, when the scant at- 
tendance prompted him to make a point 
of no quorum and it was sustained. 
After another colloquy the sergeant-at 
arms was dispatched after absent mem- 
bers. 


Tbe quorum in the senate was com- 


pleted at 2 oO a. HI., and Mr. Gorman 
moved to dispense with further proceed- 
ings under the call. 
The motion was 


rejected. .There was then a new roll 
call and forty-three senators answered 
to their names—still two less than a 
quorum and the same difficulty pre- 
sented itself as before. 
In tbe course 


of another waiting period, it was stated 
that Mr. Sherman and Mr. Wilson, of 
Maryland, were too ill to be present. 
At 4 o'clock, the senate was still waiting 
for a quorum. At 4:20 a. m., a quorum 
was secured, and Mr. Faulkner pro- 
ceeded with his remarks. After he had 
spoken for a few minutes, an adjourn- 
ment was moved. A quorum not voting 
the roll was called and but thirty-eight 
members responded to their names. 
The sergeant-at-arms was again di- 
rected to bring in the absentees. 


Between 3 o'clock and 5 a. m. several 


reports in writing were presented by 
the sergeant-at-arms, detailing the suc- 
cess or failure of his visits to the resi- 
dences of senators. One of the reports 
stated that Senators Berry and Butler 
hod been seen in the cloak room and 
that tho former had stated that he would 
come when he got ready, and the latter 
refused to obey the summons. Several 
democratic senators had in the mean- 
time presented themselves. Mr. Vance 
appeared at one of the cloak room doors, 
and his name was called, but hti slipped 
back into the room saying that he did 
not desire recognition, He was, how- 
ever, recorded as present. At 4:40 the 
quorum was completed and Mr. Faulk- 
ner made another start on his speech. 
At 6 o'clock Mr. Gorman moved to dis- 
pense with further proceedings under 
the call so cot to disturb senators who 
are indisposed, and to give the senators 
present and the officers of the senate a 
chance to breakfast. Mr. Vance said 
there were just thirteen senators present 
and seven of them were democrats. 
"That is why we are at sixes and 
sevens," remarked Mr. Edmunds, with 
a laugh. "Yes," said Mr. Vance, "and 
tbe democrats are the sevens." 


Mr. Sawyer—We have our reeerve 


forces in the cloak room. 


Mr. Vance—Either the proceedings 


under the call should stop, or your re- 
serve forces should be in their seats, 
wide awake and duly sober for the trans- 
action of business. 


Mr. Edmunds demanded the yeas and 


nays on Mr, Gorman's motion, and the 
result was: 
Yeas, —; nays, 23; no 


quorum. Tbe roll was again called and 
only thirty-four senators answered to 
their names, showing that there had 
been more departing than arriving sen- 
ators. 


Mr. Stewart has given notice of a 


motion to recommit the elections bill 
with instructions to the committee to 
report it back with a provision for the 
election of members of congress on days 
when no other elections are held in the 
several states.

AM'Kxamination of the BraSu Proves 


That Ho Wag Insane. 


The coroner's inquest of the late 


John Garity, who took his own life by 
shooting, resulted iu the verdict that 
the man suffered from temporary aber- 
ration of the mind. An examination cf 
witnesses showed conclusively that the 
condition was brought about by physical 
suffering. His wife's testimony Fas as 
follows. 


Ph lamel Garity, being duly sworn, 


says; John A, Garity was my husband. 
He was 38 years of age. Mr, Garity 
hurt himself in the back about a year 
ago and has been suffering awfully since 
that time, and it seemed to be getting 
worse all the time, and was suffering 
more than usual yesterday, and sufTeied 
with an awful headache, which had 
been of long standing. Before he left 
home yesterday morning he appeared 
very cheerful to the children, and be- 
fore ho left I told him to get the doctor 
or go and see him. Ho has been very 
restlo&s, and did not sleep well all this 
week, and his appetite seemed very 
poor. There has been no family trou- 
ble. t He was always pleasant to his 
family. He has a revolver but nover 
carried it. Never drank to exooss. He 
has been making money ana has had no 
failure at all to discourage him.

Other testimony showed conclusively 


that the man was of unsound mind. 


John Garrity was a man genial in 


disposition, honorable in business and 
kind in act. 
He was not a man who 


had cause to have designs on his own 
life. 
He walked in tlw respectable 


ranks of life and bore a high reputation, 
as does his family and relations. 


The rales of the Catholic church are 


that a man who commits suicide when 
in a rational state of mind cannot be 
buried upon consecrated ground or re- 
ceive the sacrament of the church. Dr. 
Dinnen has proven, by examination of 
the brain, that the deceased was not in 
his right mind.

There lurks at present in the circles of 
the organization an unsettled condition 
of thoughts and opinions about the pro- 
posed enterprise that threatens disas- 
trous results. A director has expressed 
himself that the association is practic- 
ally dead unless there is prompt action 
taken. Several stockholders who have 
paid in the first assessment are iu wrath 
over the situation, and have no hesi- 
tancy in saying that they will not pay 
over another cent until the important 
matter has reached such tangible shape 
that the people closely interested will 
feiiow wlere they stand. 


When the whole matter comes before 


the stockholders a suggestion will be 
introduced to make haste slowly in the 
matter of a site for the exposition.

An illustration of one of these may be 
observed in the scales of the herring, 
shad or mackerel, being a true irides- 
cence similar to that seen in the pearl 
and due to the refraction of the rays of 
light as they glance oil the surfaces of 
the thin plates of which the scales are 
composed. More importantly, however, 
the coloration is dcpendent'on the ar- 
rangement of the pigment cells that lie 
in the lower layers of thc outer skin of 
the fish.

Its history is closely 
connected with that of Virginia, Ken- 
tucky, and the Carolina*, and its resi- 
dents took notable part in the wars of 
the eighteenth century, being especially 
prominent In Indian warfare.

The most prominent man at that time 


was General Evan Shelby. He bad boon 
a great military leader, and. like Daniel 
lioone, had fought the Indians for many! 
years. 
He was a Kepre.sentative in the 


Legislature, and, like John Sevier, was 
popular among tho people. The annexed 
district 
had prospered 
greatly, and 


active immigration and exploration were 
the order of the day. The district' of 
Salisbury was finally divided, forming 
Sullivan aud Washington Counties. 


After the war of independence, in 


1783, a period of depressiou succeeded to 
the joy of victory, and the Government 
found its immense debt contracted to 
carry on tbe war a source of creat diffi- 
culty. Conitrcss finally issued a call to 
all States that held vacant lands to cedo 
the same to the United States, hoping 
from their sale to liquidate the national 
indebtedness. North Carolina was ap- 
pealed to, and as soon as Virginia ceded 
its lands, the former State, in 1784, did 
likewise. 


It was this action that began the agi- 


tation that ended in the foundation of 


trouble wa> imminent. 


In 17SI3 Tipton and his adherents en- 


tered tione.sborough, the capital of Wash- 
ington County, dispersed the courts in 
session and took possession of the pa- 
pers. Sevier retaliated by ejecting an 
officer appointed by North Carolina.

The western 
pioneers in Tennessee had won their 
homesteads through a vigilant warfare 
and hardship unknown to seaboard citi- 
xcns. They were resolved not to seo 
themselves robbed of 
protection and 


property without an adequate return of 
security and power, and a convention 
was called at Jonesborough. on Aug. 23, 
1784. 
It, proved to be. a notable and im- 


portant convention. John Sevier was 
chosen President, and Langdon Carter 
Clerk. A resolution was at once adopted, 
forming themselves into a State distinct 
and separate from North Carolina. This 
independent action was followed by the 
vesting of the government in the hands 
of commissioners. 


As soon as the Legislature of North 


Carolina learned of thK it became 
alarmed, and sought to bold Tennessee 
to its former allegiance by retracting its 
cession of lands to the United States, 
and by providing more liberal civil and 
military government for the malcon- 
tents. Further, the western counties 
were to be allowed to form a judicial 
district, a general court, and a separate 
militia, with Sovicr as Brigadier (icn- 
eral. The November convention could 
not decide on action: but, Dec. H, it was 
resolved to secede from North Carolina, 
and a constitution was adopted. 
The 


question of independence was to be put 
to vote, and delegates convened Xov. 11, 
17S5. 
at Greenville, appointed by the 


people to ratify or reject tbe constitu-

A temporary distraction was caused 


by a Cherokee invasion, and Sevier won 
much ground by his masterly warfare 
against the intruders.

Sevier earnestly ap- 
pealed to North Carolina, to Benjamin 
Franklin him-elf. and to the (!ov<;rnors 
of Georgia and Virginia, respectively, 
for a ratification of the. independence of 
the State of Franklin, aud for counsel 
and assistance. Disappointment, reward- 
ed the appeal. Bloodshed threatened.

There was a general desire for the res- 
toration of peace and order, and the 
revolting counties at the election selected 
a majority of delegates favorable to a 
reunion with the parent State.

Cast-Iron Tunnel". 


Two tunnels of cast iron for an elec- 


tric railway have been built in London 
and put in operation for rapid transit. 
They are three miles in length and lie 
between forty aud sixty feet below the 
surface of London streets. 
The tun- 


nels for the up and down lines are 
formed of cast iron from beginning to 
end, save where the stations are built, 
and their diameter is 10 and 1(M feet. 
The tubes are formed of rings 1 foot 7 
inches long, made in sections aud 
bolted together. Tho tunnels were 
driven by means of n short cylinder, a 
trifle larger in its inner dimensions 
than the exterior diameter of the cast 
iron tunnel lining. This cylinder has 
a cutting edge, and is forced forward 
by hydraulic jacks, cutting a circular 
way into which the lining plates are 
fitted. 
The narrow space between tho 


lining and the-soil was iilled with lime 
cement forced in under high pressure. 
In their course the tunnels pass be- 
neath tho bed of tho Thames and 
through the bed of an old water course, 
where loose, wet gravel offered some 
trying obstacles for the engineers to 
overcome. The entire cost of tho line 
fully equipped was less than ;>*.- 
750,000.

whatever your fancy leads you to fix to 
the balloon. 


As something out of the ordinary 


lines, we give the exact size of an 
aeronaut we recently dispatched on a 


cruise. D is a small 
disk of p a p e r — 
proper size; E is a 
line thread—proper 
length; below it is 
the paper figure, cut 
out of the brown 
wrapper of one of 
our monthly parts, 
and it is traced from 
the figure we used. 


To make the ex- 


periment a success, 
it is as well to re- 
member the condi- 
tions. The bubble 
rises because the air 
it contains is lighter 
than that which sur- 
rounds it; it floats 
when the air is of 
the same temper- 
ature, it falls when 
the air within is 
colder than the air 
without. 


The air in the 


bubble comes hot 
from the lungs, and 
the greater the dif- 
ference b e t w e e n 
that air and the nir 
y o u breathe, the 
higher will the bub- 
ble go. In short, to 
have bubbles in per- 
fection, you should 


blow them in an ice room. 
As itis not 


every one that can obtain the use of 
a meat storage safe for bubble blow- 
ing, let us make our first experiment 
in a cool room. 


Begin with working up a good, stiff 


lather, and the better the soap the 
better the suds for our purposes. Use 
your tube as you would your pipe, and 
blow downward into the basin steadily 
and strongly. Take a good breath of 
air to begin with, and hold it for a sec- 
ond or two. Keep the point of the 
tube downward until you have fixed 
on the disk in the way shown in the 
sketch. 


No gum or stickiness is required; all 


you have to do is to let the dry disk 
drop lightly on the wall of the balloon 
—the moisture will keep it in its place, 
provided the knot of the cotton is small 
enough. 
If you pass the 
cotton 


through with a needle, and have the 
same sort of single knot as if sewing, 
the disk will answer all your require- 
ments. 


As soon as the disk is firmly fixed, 


turn the tube gently upward, and away 
will go the bubble, scronaut and all. 
It will not cross the Atlantic, but it 
will at least reach the ceiling, and if, 
on a cold dav, you try it out of doors, 
you may get it to travel unchecked foi 
several hundred yards.

TO NON-CIIURCIIGOERS. 


DR.TALMACEPREACHESTOTHB 


'SHEEP WITHOUTTHE FOLD.' 


All the Christians Do Not lielong to Con- 


gregations, but There Are Many Keasonl 
Why All 1'orsons Should Be Christiana— 
A Word to Unbelievers. 


A powerful sermon, preached to non- 


churchgoers, was delivered by Dr. Tal- 
mage last Sunday. Dr. Talmage's text 
was John x, 10: "Other sheep I have 
which are riot of this fold." 


There K no monopoly in religion. The 


grace of Cod K not a nice little property 
fenced off all for ouiselves. It is not a 
king's park, at which we look through a 
barred gateway, wishing we might go iu 
and pluck the flowers and look at the 
deer and the statuary. It is a father's 
orchard, and there are bars to let down 
fcnd gates to swing open. 


In my boyhood days, next to the coun- 


try school-house where I went, there was 
an apple orchard of great luxuriance, 
owned by a very lame man who did not 
gather the apples, and they went to 
waste by scores of bushels. Sometimes 
the lads of the school, in the siiifulnc^s 
of a nature inherited from our first par- 
ents, who fell through the b^amo tempta- 
tion, would climb o\er the fence and 
take some of tlu-se apples, and notwith- 
standing the fact that there was a sur- 
plus, and all going to waste, the owner 
of that orchard, reckless of making his 
lameness worse, would take after these 
lad-* and shouts, "15o}>, drop those apples 
or I'll set the dog on you!" 


Now there are Christians who have 


severe guard o\er the Church of God. 
They have a rough and unsympathetic 
way of treating outsiders. It is a great 
orchard into which God would like to 
have all the people come and take the 
richest and the ripest fruit, and the more 
they take the bettor he likes it. But 
they are those who stand with a hard 
and severe nature guarding the Church 
of God, and all the time afraid that some 
will get these apples when they really 
ought not to have them. 


Have you any idea that because you 


were baptized at S months of age, and 
because you have all \oiir life been sur- 
rounded by hallowed" influences, 
you 


have a right to one whole side of tl- 
Lord's table, spreading yourself out .- 
nobody else can ,sit there? You will have 
to haul iu your elbows, for there will 
come a great multitude to sit at the table 
and on both sides of you. You are not 
going to have this monopoly of religion. 
"Other sheep I have which are not of this 
fold." 


McDonald, the Scotchman, has on the 


Scotch hills a great flock of sheep. Mc- 
Donald has four or five thousand head of 
sheep. Some are browsing in the heather, 
some are on the hills, some are in the 
valleys, a few are in the yard. One day 
Cameron comes over to McDonald and 
says: "McDonald, you have thirty sheep. 
I have been counting thum." 
"Oh, no!" 


says McDonald. "I have four or five 
thousand." "Ah!" says Cameron, "you 
are mistaken. I have just counted them. 
There are thirty." 
"Why." says Mc- 


Donald, "do you suppose that Is all the 
sheep I have? I have sheep on the dis- 
tant hills and in the valleys, ranging and 
roaming everywhere. Other sheep have 
I which are not of this fold." 


So Christ comes. Hero is a group of 


Christians, and there is a group of Chris- 
tians; here is a Methodist fold, here is a 
Presbyterian fold, hero is a Baptist fold, 
here is a Lutheran fold, and wo make 
our annual statistics, and wo think we 
can tell you just how many Christians 
there are in the world, how many there 
are in the church, how many in all these 
denominations. We aggregate them, and 
we think we are giving an intelligent 
and an accurate account; but Christ 
comes and He says: "You have not 
counted them right. Thera are those 
whom you have never been, those of 
whom you have never heard. I have my 
children iu all parts of the earth, on all 
the islands of tho sea, on all the conti- 
nents, in all the mountains and in all the. 
valleys. Do you think that these few 
sheep you have counted are all the shoop 
I have? There is a great multitude that 
no man can number. Other sheep have 
I which are not of this fold." 


Christ in my text talks of tho conver- 


sion of tho Gentiles as confidently a3 
though they had already been converted. 
Ho sets forth the idea that his people 
will come from all parts of the earth, 
from all ages, fro'm all circumstances, 
from all conditions. "Other sheep have 
I which are not of this fold." 


In the flrst place I remark tho Heav- 


enly Shepherd will find many of his 
sheep among those who are at present 
non-churchgoers. 
There are different 


kinds of churches. 
Sometimes you will 


find a church made up only of Christians. 
Everything seems finished. The church 
reminds you of those skeleton plants 
from which by chemical preparation all 
the greenness and the verdure have been 
taken, and they are cold and white and 
delicate and beautiful and finished. All 
that is wanted is a glass case put over 
thorn. Tho minister on the sabbath has 


when I go fishing I do not want to fish 
In anybody else's pond. I do not warji 
to go along Hohokus Creek, where there 
are ton or fifteen nu'ii fishing, and drop 
my line just about where they are drop- 
ping their lines. I should like to get in 
a Newfoundland fishing smack and push 
out to sea fifty miles boyoud the break 
ers. I do not think tho Church of God 
gains a great deal when you take sheep 
from one fold and put them in anothot 
fold. It Is the lost sheep on tho mount- 
ains you want to bring back—the lost 
sheep on the mountains. And they are 
coming to-day. 


You are now this hour in tho tide of 


Christian Influences. You are going to 
bo swept in; your voice is going to be 
heard iu prayer; you arc going to be con 
secrated to God; you are going to live a 
life of usefulness, and your death-bed Is 
going to bo sut rounded by Christian 
sympathizers, and devout men will carry 
you to your burial when your work is 
done, and these words will bo chiseled 
for your epitaph: "Precious in theslght 
of tho Lord K tho death of his saints." 
And all that history i-. going to begin to- 
day. "Other sheep ha\ c I which are not 
of this fold." 


Again I remark, tho Heavenly Shep- 


herd Is going to find many of his sheep 
among those \\lto an- now i ejectors of 
Christianity. I do not know how you 
came to re joe t ChiiMi.imty. I do not 
know whether it, «,»>• through hearitig 
Theodore Parker incnih. or whether It 
was reading Kenan's lfLifo 61 Jesus," or 
whether it was through some skeptic In 
the store or factory. Or it may be- 
probably Is tho ca--e—that you were dis- 
gusted with religion and disgusted with 
Christianity because somo man who pro- 
fessed to be a Christian defrauded you, 
and he being a member of the church, 
and yon taking him as a representative 
of tho Christian religion, you said, "Well, 
If that's religion, I don't want any of It." 


I do not know how you came to reject 


Christianity, but 
you frankly 
tell 


mo you do reject it; you do not think the 
Bible is tho word of God, although there 
are many things In it you admire; you 
do not think that Christ was a divine 
being, although you think ho was a vory 
good man. You say, "If tho Bible be 
true—tho most of tho Bible bo true—1 
nevertheless think the earliest part of thi 
Bible is an allegory." And there are 
fifty things that I believe you do not bo 
licvo. Nevertheless they tell mo in re 
gard to you that you are an accommodat- 
ing, you are an obliging person. 
If ] 


Should come to you and ask of you a fa- 
vor you would grant it If it were possi 
bio. It would bo a joy for you to grant 
me a favor, 
If any of your friends 


camo to you and wanted an accommoda' 
tion and you could accommodate thorn, 
how glad you would bo! 


Now I arn going to ask of you a favor. 


I want you to oblige me. Tho accommo- 
dation will cost you nothing, and you 
will give me groat happiness. 
Of course 


youwiil notdeny me. i want you as an 
experiment to try the Christian religion. 
If it docs not stand tho test, discard tt; 
if it does, receive it. 


If you wero very sick, and you had 


been given up of the doctors, and I came 
to you, and I took a bottle of medicine 
frozrihuy pocket and said, "Here Is medi- 
cine! am sure will help you; it has cured 
fifty people," you would say, "Oh, I 
haven't any confidence in it; they tell me 
all these medicines will fail me." "Well," 
I say, "will you not, as a matter of ac- 
commodation to myself, just try it?" 
"Well," you say, "I have no objection to 
trying it; if it will bo any satisfaction to 
you I will try it." You take it. Now 
you are sick in disquietude, sick in sin. 
You are not happy. 
You laugh some- 


times when you aro miserable. There 
cojies surges of unhappiness over your 
soul that almost swginp you. You are 
unhappy, struck through with unrest. 
Now, will you not try this solace, this 
febrifuge, this anodyne, this Gospel 
medicine? 


"Oh," you say, "I haven't any faith 


In it." As a matter of accommodation, 
let mo introduce you to tho Lord Jesus 
Christ, tho Great Physician. "Why," 
you say, "I haven't any faith in Him.'' 
Well, now, will you not just let Him 
come and try His power on your soul? 
Just let mo introduce Him to you. 1 
do not ask you to take my word for it. 
I do not ask you to take tho advice oi 
clergymen. Perhaps the clergymen may 
be prejudiced; perhaps we may be speak- 
ing professionally; perhaps we may give 
you wrong advice; perhaps wo are mor- 
bid on that subject; so I do not ask you 
to take the advice of clergymen. I ask 
you to take tho adyico of very respect- 
able laymen, such as William Shaks- 
peare, the dramatist; as William Wilber- 
force, the statesman; as Isaac Newton, 
the astronomer; as Robert Boyle, the 
philosopher; as Locke, tho metapbyscian: 
as Morse, the electrician. 


These men never preached—they never 


pretended to preach—but they come out, 
and putting down, one his telescope, and 
another tho electrician's wire, and an- 
other the parliamentary scroll — thej 
come out, and they commend Christ as a 
comfort to all tho people, a Christ that 
tho world needs. Now I do not ask you 
to take tho advice of clergymen. Take 
tho advice of these laymen. It does not 
make any difference to mo at this juncture 
only to tako an ostrich feather and 
brush off the dust that has accumulated j what you have said against the'Bible; It

In the last six days of business, and then 
they are as cold and beautiful and deli- 
cate as before.

There are those here, perhap's, who 


say, "It is now ten, fifteen years since I 
was in tho habit, tho regular habit of 
church going." I know nil about your 
case. I am going to tell you something 
,hat will bo startling at the first, and 
that is that you aro going to become tho 
Lord's sheep. 
"Oh," yoa say, "that is 


mpossiblo; you don't know my case; you 
don't know how far I am from anything 
of that kind." I know all a'oout your 
saso. I have been up and down tho world. 
t know why sonio of you do not attend 
upon Christian services. 


I go further, and mako another an- 


nouncement in regard to you, and that 
s, you'are not only to become tho Lord's 
sheep, but you aro going to become the 
Lord's sheep this hour. God is going to 
all you graciously by his spirit; you are 
jolng to come into tho fold of Christ. 
This sermon shall not be so much for 
ihose 
who are Christians. I 
have 


preached to them hundreds and thous- 
ands of times. Tho sermon that I preach 
now is going to be chiefly for those who 
consider themselves outsiders, but who 
may happen to be in tho house, and the 
chief employment of the Christian people 
iere to-day will bo to pray for those who 
are not accustomed to attend upon Chris- 
tian sanctuaries. 


When tho steamer Atlantic wont to 


pieces on Mars Rock why did that brave 
minister of tho Gospel, of whom we have 
all read, go out in tho lifeboat? Why 
did he not stay and look after tho pas- 
sengers that got ashore, wrapping flan- 
nels around them, and kindling fires for 
them, and preparing thorn food. There 
was plenty of work to bo done on shore 
for those who had already escaped. Ah! 
that brave man knew that there were 
others who would tako care of those; and 
80 he said: 
"Man tho lifeboat! Pull 


away, my lads, pull away! Yonder Is a 
man; there is a woman freozin? In the 
rigging. Pull away!" I SCO tho oar 
blades bond In tho strong pull of the 
oarsmon. Then they como up to tho 
wreck. Tho woman isfro/un. She drops 
Into the wave—alas! poor woman—and 
washes out to sea. But then Mr. Ancient 
says; "Tbere Is a man yet hanging to 
tho rigging. Puli away, my lads! pull 
awayl" They como up, and he says:

This 
discovery at once indicated that the 
proper kind of antidote would be some- 
thing that would "stimulate and in- 
crease the functional activity of these 
nerve centres." 


The remedy is supplied by strychnine, 


which is directly antagonistic in its 
action to snake poison. llcrr von Muller 
has applied strychnine upon aiarge num- 
ber of persons bitten by tiger snake and 
other venomous serpents, and with in- 
variable success. 


The way in whieh he employs it is to 


insert ten to twenty minims of the drug 
under the skin of the patient, and repeat 
the operation every fifteen minutes un- 
til slight muscular spasms arc produced, 
these being an unfailing sign that the 
patient is out of danger. 
Large doses of 


strychnine may be injected into the 
blood of a person who has been bitten 
without producing any iujury until it 
has completely neutralized the effect, of 
the snake poison. 


The importance of this discovery, if 


confirmed, can hardly be ovenated. In 
India where 30,000 persons arc killed 
by poisonous snakes every year, Baron 
von Muller's communication has natural- 
ly been received with the deepest inter- 
est.— j London Standard.

White nol 
dispensing with animal products it re- 
trains from imposing on thi) stomac i 
tho burden of digesting tho fiber ol 
the meat. The food recommended to 
an adult for consmnption in three daily 
moals torn prises three pounds of ripe, 
fresh fmit — tho tomato being proporlj 
classified as a fruit — about two pounds 
of dried fruit, from ono-quartor to half 
a pound of nuts or almonds, four eggs, 
a pint of milk, and from ono quarter t( 
half a pound of cheese. It is pointed 
out that dried fruits should not bo 
cooked, but soaked in distilled water 01 
milk. Dried figs, in particular, slioult 
bo placed in fluch a quantity of distil lee 
water that tlroy will absorb tho whole 
of it, becoming almost as fresh and juic; 
as new fruit

small gas or kerosene stove, thus doitif 
away with tho need of employing a cook 
or maintaining a kitchen lire.

In three or four years. To form a toler- 
ably correct, idea of tho appearance of 
1'aita you have only to imagine a collec- 
tion of the mud Hosts of the barn swal- 
low, somewhat enlarged. and turned bot- 
tom side up. Its queer shops and houses 
are set close together, mainly on one long 
street near the beach, their wicker-work 
frames no thinly plastered over with mud 
that a passer-by might thrust his finger 
through, and roofed with a matting of 
braided rushes tied ou to tho rafters. 
Somo of them arc two-storied nnd very 
welt furnished, being occupied by agents 
of foreign commercial houses, who are 
paid extraordinary salaries for consent- 
ing to a residence iicrc. Them is a rig 
bamboo cathedral and the most notable 
objects in it lire an imago of tho Virgin 
with chains on hc'r wrists, and n (to me) 
unknown saint who carries a hutch et. 


Paita has no cemetery and it is said 


that none is needed, as nobody ever dies 
hereabouts — they dry up in course ol 
centuries and blow away into the desert. 
We are informed that the public-spirited 
citizens were very desirous of starting t 
graveyard n few years ago, having heard 
that such an institution is a featuic of all 
first-class towns. They laid out an in- 
closure, but nven motives of patriotism 
could not induce anybody to bo interred 
alive. Finally a vessel ,camc along whicl 
had a man on board at tho point . ol 
death, and, na ho had neither friends not 
money, the captain was cosily pcrsuadco 
to put him ashore to start the new ceme- 
tery. But no sooner had he' reached land 
than ho began to mend and in a short 
time was as robust as the rest of them. 
The term "old citizen" is no misnomer n 
Paita, where the average age is said to be, 
well on into tho second century. There 
are blooming maidens here of seventy or 
eighty, frisky boys of a hundred or more 
and "flower gjfls" of twice threescore 
nnd ten — 30 they tell us! 


One is struck by the extrnordinarj 


number of gaunt, half-starved doga thn

THE ARCTIC OWL. 


How His Presence Kay Indicate 


Coming- Cold Weather. 


The returns of onr Summer birds, after 


iVhiter has passed, is unite generally 
noted. 
But it is doubtful if ncurly iiS 


iianv people note down the dates on 
vhich our birds leave in the Autumn. 
If thev did, verv possibly we would have 
irvdiciions of cold or mild Winters, 
jased on their earlv or late departures, 
is well as by the advent of .northern 
l>irdE, such as the arctic owl. The arc- 
tic owl is very likely now most abundant 
in regions not very far to the northward 
of us. The region around Hudson's 
Hay is specially frequented by this bird. 
He has come southward with the dic- 
c iiimg sun; and perhaps a few of the spe- 
cies, wearied by a long Slight, have been 
caught by a storm as they iiearcd tho end 
of their journey, and, unable to resist the 
Treat northwest gales, have moved with 
Fhcni until tliev were left aa for south as 
this latitude, 'it is not unlikely. Tbe 
great March blizzard of 1888, with' its 
strong whirling gales, westcrlv on the 
Carolina coast, swept killdecr plover 
from the coast of North Carolina around 
the circle by south far oi-cr the Atlantic, 
until linally* they were whirled inland by 
the southeasterly und easterly gales and 
landed on the bleak coast tof New Eng- 
land. A great many strong ships sank, 
while thcjfe little birds floated iu the 
storm as si ro-vvbuat sometimes rides eas- 
ily over tl-c waves that bullet ships. 
Thus the arctic owl may have been 
blown maiiv hundreds of miles south- 
ward iu the storm currents without even 
meeting death bv freezing. 


That there is" truth in the. assertion 


that weather predictions may be made 
from the flight of birds the writer does 
not doubt, but, iimsmuch as no explana- 
tions arc ottered, it seems • that man, as 
well as other animals, reasons by instinct 
rather than by thought when making the 
predictions. It is demonstrated that 
t lesc signs are sure, otherwise man 
would nut continue to profit by them. 


Au explanation of why the presence of 


the owl in thi; latitude foretells a cold 
winter is us follows: Thu bird is, with- 
out doubt, driven here by strong gates. 
Now it is obvious that there would be 
no gales if there was not an excess of air 
to the northward — colder than thu air 
in this latitude, became it is further 
from the equator. As tho sun moves 
southward (apparently) this cold body 
of air always presses southward- when- 
ever opportunity offers nt any point along 
its soul horn boundary it comes with a 
rush in the form of cold northwest galen, 
generally iw clearing gnlcs following a 
storm. Thus the presence of thu aret c 
owl proves that tlm great body of cold 
air lies not far to the north of un, and as 
the season advances rnshcx "f col'd air in 
t m form of galuH from northern points 
will frequently occur, making the winter 
of 1BOO-1H memorable in nmlrast with 
tho ml 1 3 one preceding. — [Boston .Jour-

The early itilutbitanta of Southern 


Wifrouim, according to the statement 
f Mr. H. H. Bancroft and other reports, 
vere found to be living in Spartan, con- 
litious «s to temuerance-jiiid training 
ud in a highly moral condition, in OOD- 
ei uence of which they had uncommon 
hysical endurance and contempt for 
usury. 
This training in abstinence 


uid hardship, with temperance in diet, 
ombined with the cimate to produce 
ho longevity to ba found here. 
Con- 


rary to the customs of moat other tribes 
f Indians, writen Charles Dudley War- 
ier, their aged were tue euro of the com- 
amnity. Dr. AV. A. Winder, of San 
Jiego, is quoted as saying that in a, visit 
o El Cajon valley about thirty years 
go lie was taken to a house in which 
he aged persons were cared for. There 
ft-ero half a do/.en who had reached an 
extreme age. 


Some were unable to move, their bony 


rame being 
seemingly anchylosed. 


They were old, wrinkled, and blear* : 
oyed ; their ekin was hanging in leathery 
olds about their withered limbs f some
